display film and drape coefficient less than 100%)in section 005 1 ); a casting layer applied on the release surface on which other layers 
(In fig.l) and electrical insulation layer located between the first electrically conductive layer and the liquid crystal layer (in section 
0054) and layer having left and right twist cholesteric materials (in section 0036). 
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
